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Response to Amendment/Argument 

Applicant's arguments/amendments filed September 16, 2005 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive as for the following reason: 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-17 and 29-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. It is noted that the amended claims 
1 , 29, and 32 contain "dynamically aligning means" or "means for dynamically 
aligning" which was not described in the specification at the time the application was 
filed so as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventors had 
possession of the claimed "dynamically aligning means". Furthermore the recitation of 
such "dynamically aligning means is performed exposure... to at least one of the 
group consisting of: an electric field, a thermal field, a photoelectric field, a light field, 
and a mechanical field" in which such recitation has excluded "a magnetic field, an 
electromagnetic field" or "combinations thereof (as noted in the specification, page 3, 
lines 10-13 and page 6, lines 15-21). Thus, "dynamically" and such recitation are 
considered new matters. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-17 and 29-47 are further rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The term "dynamically" recited in claims 1 , 29, and 32 is a relative term which 
renders the claim indefinite. The term "dynamically" is not defined by the claim, the 
specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one 
of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the 
invention. It is unclear for what and how to be considered "dynamically". The recitation 
of "mechanical field" also renders the claim indefinite since it is unclear for such "field" 
could be considered "mechanical". Clarification is needed. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 17, 29-36 as amended and newly added claims 37-47 are rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Martin etal (US 6,194,769) in view of 
Debe (US 5,238,729). Martin et al in view of Debe discloses substantially all features of 
the claimed invention as set forth on pages 2-4 of the previous Office Action dated 
07/12/05 except for the means for dynamically aligning which is performed exposure of 
the conductive material to at least one of the group consisting of an electrical field, a 
thermal filed, a photoelectric field, a light field, and a mechanical field (as now recited, 
which excludes magnetic field and electromagnetic field). The examiner position is that 
whether the conductive material to be aligned by performing exposure to any one of the 
recited fields with the inclusion or exclusion of magnetic and electromagnetic fields 
would have been within the scope of conventional polarization techniques and since 
such the formation of aligned conductive material within the first sensor is not limited to 
the manipulations of the recited group of processes or steps or techniques for aligning 
the conductive material, therefore to align the conductive material using technique or 
group excluding magnetic field or electromagnetic field in Martin et al in view of Debe 
would be obvious choices. Furthermore, since a magnetic field was used in Martin et al, 
one of ordinary skill in the art would always be able to generate or regenerate the 
electric field from such magnetic field. It is further noted that newly added claims 40-42, 
46-47 recite the use of different concentrations of non-organic material and non- 
magnetic material, in which such materials are well known and to use in Martin et al in 
view of Debe would have been within the purview of obviousness to one having ordinary 
skill in the art. 

Applicant's arguments have been considered but are moot in view of the new 
ground(s) of rejection applied to all of the claims as amended as added set forth above. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
